BLAME THE BEACH “HANGERS ON” 


Mra. Charles F. Lob, wife of a hardware 
salesman residing at 034 Leland avenue, was 
found unconscious in an alley near her resi- 
dence early yesterday morning. She had 
been attacked in the night by two thugs 
while she was on the way from the Wilson 
avenue L' station to her house, choked, 
chioroformed, maltreated, and robbed and 
then left in the alley supposedly dead 

Her aseailants got away, and the police 
have no clew to them. For four hours the 
woman lay senseless in the alley. Then a 
passing milkman found her. She was taken 
to her residence and revived, but the doc- 
tors who are attending her say that she may 
not live. 


Blame Beach “Hangers On.” 

There is great indignation in the districtas 
the result of the crime, which is only one of 
a series committed there during the last few 
weeks. A call was issued immediately by 
the North Shore Improvement association for 
a masesmeecting, to be held at the Congrega- 
tonal church Monday evening. 

The people blame the beach hangers-on, 
attendants of the dance halls in the neigh- 
berhood, and young rowdies who loaf about 
the Wilson avenue L. station for the 
crimes. The police seem to be helpless, and 
the residents have about reached the point 
where they are ready to take the law into 
their own bands. 

Mrs. Lob had spent Thursday evening with 
berrsister-in-law, Mrs. J. E. bob, 2258 Wa- 
bash avenue, and had left the south side at 
about 11 o'clock. Shortly after midnight she 
left the Northwestern L's Wilson avenue 
station and started for her home, five biocks 
away. 

Saw Two Men Watch Her. 

She noticed two men watching her, then 
following her, and walked rapidly on. Hear- 
ing the steps almost behind her she broke 
into a run. The eteps came closer and she 
was just about to scream when a hand seized 
her by the throat stifling her cry for help. 

Struggling and gasping for breath, Mrs. 
Lob was hurled to the sidewalk and kicked 
several timea While she was still fighting 
desperately a chloroform saturated cloth was 
shoved into her mouth. 

At 4:30 o'clock W. O. Langford, 3044 North 
Hermitage avenue, a milkman for Kee & 
Chappe), passed, saw Mrs. Lob, and hurried 
into the alley. He hailed another milkman, 
who raced his horses to the Town Hal) sta- 
tion and brought the police. 


Collapses at Her Home. 

By that time Mrs. Lob had half regained 
consciousness and was able to tell who she 
was. She was taken to the house, where her 
husband was frantically telephoning his 
brother for news of Mrs. Lob. There she 
collapsed, and Dr. J. T. Huston, 8424 Shef- 
field avenue, was summoned. He found that 
enough chloroform had been administered 
to kill the average person, and could not 
explain how the woman lived after the four 
hours of exposure. Her body was covered 
with bruises and itis thought there may be 
internal injuries. 

During the day Mrs. Lob was able to tell a 
connected story of the attack, but said she 
could not identify her assailants as she had 
barely seen their faces. The men took from 
her a gold necklace and her * and purse, 
containing less than a dollar in change. 


Residents Call a Meeting. 

As soon as knowledge of the assault on 
Mrs. Lob became known active steps were 
take by the ministers of the neighborhood 
and the business men and the officials of the 
North Shore Improvement association. A 
hurried call was sent out which was imme- 
diately responded to by a number of the res- 
dents of the Wilson avenue district. 

S. M. Meek, president of the North Shore 
Improvement association, and J. G. Tyssow- 
ski, secretary and attorney of the same or- 
ganization, issued a call for an indignation 
meeting to be held at the North Shore Con- 
gregatlonal church. The Rev. James S. Ains- 
lie, pastor of the church, immediately offered 
the use of the Sunday school room. 

The Rev. Ingram E. Bill, pastor of the 
North Shore Baptist church, also offered the 
use of his church for an indignation meet- 
ing and notified his official] board of the fact. 
It was, however, decided on account of the 
central location of the North Shore Congre- 
gational that this was the best place for the 
meeting. Notices of the meeting will be 
made in all the churches of the neighborhood 
tomorrow morning.

SEEKS COOLING PLUNGE. 


Overcome by the Excessive Heat; 
Dies as Her Little Son Looks 
On; Rescuers Too 
Late. 
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Three deaths and twenty-three prostrations 
was the toll exacted by the excessive heat 
yesterday, the hottest June day in the history 
of Chicago weather. Of the fatalities, that of 
Mra, Susan Miller of Winnetka, wife of At- 
torney W. 8. Miller, was the most tragic. 
She was drowned following exhaustion from 
the heat at the foot of Spruce street, Win- 
netka, at 6 o'clock last evening. 

Mrs. Miller had gone to the lake, which is 
only a short distance from the family resi- 
dence, to bathe after a days shoppihg in 
Chicago. Her 7 year old son, William, her 4 
year old daughter, Mary, and a maid wit- 
nessed the drowning. Mr. Miller arrived at 
the scene a few minutes later. 


Son’s Ories Bring Aid. 

Mrs, Miller was the only bather along the 
Winnetka beach at the time. She swam out 
about twenty yards and back twice, when 
she walked up tinto the shallow water near 
the shore. Suddenly she sank down. The 
cries of her son attracted the attention of 
the family nurse girl, a short distance away. 

The others thought she was merely rins- 
ing her hair.’ After a few minutes, when she 
did not get up, they went over to where she 
was and thought she had fainted The water 
was about five inches deep and they had little 
difficuky in getting her to the shore. 


Husband Comes; Finds Wife Dead. 

Mr. Miller arrived five minutes later to greet 
his family, and found his wife’s body face 
downward in the water about three feet from 
shore. Pulling the body ashore, he endeav- 
ored to restore life, but without success. 
Dr. Alice Barlow Brown, a Winnetka phy- 
clan, Was summoned, and worked over the 
body for an hour, but failed to find the 
slightest indication of life. 

Because it was impossible to tell how long 
Mrs. Miller had been dead, Dr. Brown was 
not certain it was a case of drowning. She 
advanced the theory that Mrs. Miller had 
been sitting in the shallow water and had 
been a victim of heat prostration induced 
by the shock of the cold water. 


Takes Children to Play on Beach. 

The Miller home is on Spruce street, be- 
tween Walnut and Maple and near the lake, 
so when Mrs. Miller decided on bathing she 
had her 12 year old nurse girl bring the 
three children, aged 7, 4, and 1, along to 
Play~on the beach. They had been there 
but a short time when the girl took the 
two younger children some distance up the 
beach, where another nurse girl and her 
charges were sitting. Billy” remained 
playing on the beach near his mother. 

A short time afterward the girl heard the 
boy crying bitterly and went toward him. 
Then she noticed Mrs. Miller's body in the 
lake near the shore. She screamed to the 
other nursemaid to help her drag the body 
ashore, but the girl misunderstood and ran 
for a physician. 


Death by Heatt Disease? 

Dr. Rufus B. Stolp of Kenilworth, one of the 
physicians called, expressed an opinion that 
death might have been caused by organic 
heart trouble brought on by the intense heat. 

Mrs. Miller was 3%} years old and until her 
marriage ten years ago was Susan Whipple. 
The family has resided in Winnetka about six 
years. 

The death of Mrs. Miller came as a climax 
in the hottest June day in the history of 
Chicago weather. At 4 o’clock the ther- 
mometer registered 985. Although great 
suffering was felt in many parts of city, the 
cool breesee blowing in over the lake saved 
Chicago the misery which the heat wave 
brought many of the inland towne where 
the mercury rose to heights of 100 and 103 
degrees.

SEVEN SLUGGERS — 
INDICTED; BONDS 
$25,000 FOREACH 


All Charged with Assault with 
Intent to Murder In Bat- 
tle of Unions, 


MORE TRUE BILLS EXPECTED 


“Mossy” Enright Leads List of 
Labor Thugs, Only Two Be- 
ing in Custody. 


ONE SAID 10 HAVE CONFESSED 


Seven labor sluggers were indicted by the 
grand jury yesterday on charges of attempt- 
ed murder and threatened assault. The 
grand jury returned fourteen true billa, two 
against each of the seven sluggera, 

The indictments are based on two marder- 
ous assaults committed by a gang of gun 
men which swooped down on members of 
the International Association of Steamftters 
employed at the Heisen building and the 
plant of the Hygienic Ice company, Cottage 
Grove avenue and Twentyr-sixth street. ' 


The Indicted Man. 


Maurice (“Mossy”) Enright, commander 
in chief of the “gray pirate car,“ business 
agent of the United Association of Plumb- 
ers and Steamfitters, confessed slayer of 
William (‘Dutchy’) Gentleman and charged 
with the killing of Vincent Altman. 

Harry Higgins, slugger, convicted of at- 
tempted burglary. 

Edward Storgaard, slugger, said to have 
been a member of the gang of gun men that 
assaulted employed at the 
Hygenic ice plant. 

Walter Stevens, slugger and confederate 
of Enright. 

Joseph Kane, associate business agent 
with Enright of the United Association of 
Plumbers and Steamfitters; charged with 
being a member of the attacking party at 
the Hygenic ice plant. 

John, alias George“ McCabe, alies 
“Beake” McKay, slugger, said to have 
participated in an attack on steamfitters at 
the Heisen building at the time John A. 
Rumler was shot. 

William (“Red”) Connors, slugger, 
charged with being a member of Earight’s 
“pirate car” crew. 


Higgins May Have Confessed, 

It ia believed that much of the informna- 
tion that led to the indictments of the siug~ 
gers was obtained from Higgins, one of the 
sluggers who was present in O'Malley's 
saloon at the time Gentleman was snot. 

Higgins and Peter Gentleman, the latter a 
brother of Enright’s victim, were convicted 


| yesterday of attempted burglary by a jury 


in Judge Honoré’s court. The jury found 
them guilty of attempting to enter the home 
of Mrs. Barbara Trauscht, 1054 West Gar- 
field boulevard. Punishment was fixed at 
from one to five years in the penitentiary, 
with a recommendation for the minimum 
sentence for Gentleman. 

When the verdict was read Mrs. William 
Gentleman and her sister, Mrs. Katherine 
Lynch, were in the court room Higgine 
passed them in leaving and turning te them 
he whispered to Mrs. Gentleman, I am go- 
ing to tell everything.” 

He was then taken downstairs and sloveted 
with State's Attorney Wayman more taan an 
hour. it is believed that Higgins made 
a contession concéPning the Gentleman kin. 
ing and other labor murders, and that ihe 
information thus obtained by the prosecutor 
Was presented to the grand jury. 

Higgins heretofore hag contended that he 
was not present at the time of the shooting, 
Charge Attempted Murder. 

The indictments charge the attempted! 


— ——' 
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murder of John A. Ramler, a member of} 
the International Association of Steamfit- 
tcrs, and threatened assault against Morgan 
H. Bell, a member of the same union. Ben 
was employed at the Hygtentie ice plant. 

The indictments were returned late in the 
afternoon, before Judge Fitch, who read 
them and then sent them to the office of 
the clerk of the Criminal eourt, where they 
were locked in a safe. 

Capiases for the indicted men were issued 
at once, and deputies from the sheriff's office 
v.ere sent out to bring in those of the slug- 
gers who were out on bond. Emright and 
Higgins are the only two of those indicted 
who are in jail The other five were re- 
leased on bonds several days ago. 

The bonds of the indicted men were fixed 
by Judge Fitch at $25,000 each. 

This $26,000 ball, however, will not be 
enough to secure the release of Enright, who 
has been refused release on bonds in con- 
nection with the Altman and Gentleman mur- 
ders Whether “Mossy” will finally obtain 
bail in case new indictmente issue charging 
him with one or both these murders is not 
definite, but the police assert they will fight 
every effort the prisoner makes to obtain 
his liberty pending hie trials. 


Erbstein’s Plea Fails. 

It was before the indictments were returned 
yesterday that Enright was denied the 
right to ball by Municipal Judge Maxwell. 
“Charley” Erbstein, counsel for Enright, de 
clared that if given until 2p. m. he could 
produce evidence that Gentleman killed Ak- 
men, but the court declined to listen to this 
plea and set the hearing on the two murder 
charges for next Friday. 

State's Attorney Wayman started the grand 
jury action after a conference with Inspec- 
tor Hunt and Capt. Halpin, who spent more 


than an hour with Mr. Wayman in the Crim- 


inal Court building. 
The conference .cslowed a dramatic scape 


ct ctntral station, where @ crowd of between 
f ‘teen and twenty steamfitters identified En- 
right at the head of a gang of sluggers who 
«ttacked them at various buildings under 
construction. 

Detectives led Enright from his cell 3 
allowed the witnesses to get a good look at 
the prisoner. 

„That's the fellow, all right; see that scar 
on the side of his face?’ is what several of 
the steamfitters whispered to the detectives 
in the room. 

Enright appeared in a pair of slippers, 
limping from rheumatism in the legs. He 

. ghowed none of his earlier bravado and he 
wrung his fingers rervously. He evidently 
heard some of the whispered identifications 
and suddenly remarked: 

“I can prove that I was not at the Heisen 
building or the Hygienic Ice plant when the 
eteamfitters were attacked. They lie if they 
say I was there.” 


Ramler Unable to Identify. 

Among the steamfitters who looked at En- 
right was Ramiler. As on previous octasions, 

Ramler was unable to identify him as one of 
the three men who appeared at the Heisen 
bullding and fired a fusillade of shots, one of 
which struck him in the abdomen. 

The witnesses then were taken to the state's 
attorney's office. One by one, the men were 
called into Mr. Wayman's officeand each one, 
it was said, gave the prosecutor valuable ev!i- 
dence that later was presented to the grand 
jury, along with the verbal testimony of the 
workmen themselves. Ramler was the first 
witness before the jury. 

McCabe, one of the indicted men, charged 
with being an accessory to the Gentieman 
murder; Abbott Ross, Enright’s chauffeur, 
Also charged with being an accessory, and 
Richard Wilson, an alleged slugger held ase 
Witness in the Gentleman case, were ar- 
raigned Guring the day. Ross, the chauffeur 
of the “ gray pirate,” was arraigned before 
Judge Maxwell immediately following the 
Enright hearing. McCabe was arraigned be- 

Municipal Judge Heap. Both cases were 
tihued until June 16. Arraignment of WII- 
gon followed that of McCabe before Judge, 
Heap. Wilson’s case was continued until 
June 17. 


Wayman in Personal Charge. 


The grand jury adjourned at 5 p. m. and 
will reconvene at 10 o'clock this morning 
At that time it is said, the inquisitorial body 
will take up the hearing of evidence in the 
Gentleman and Altman murders, and more 
indictments against Dnright and other slug- 
gert probably will be voted before noon. 

State’s Attorney Wayman took persona! 
charge of the examination of witnesses in 
the grand jury room. More than twenty 
steamfitters, several of them dressed in their 
working clothes, appeared before the jury 
and testified, it is said, that Enright and the 
other indicted men led attacks on them. 

Most of the witnesses are said to have 
positively identified the men against whor 
true bills were voted as members of the 
gangs that drove up to the buildings in auto- 
mobiles and drove the workmen off the jobs 
at the point of guns. 

All of them, the witnesses are sald to have 
testified. were present either at the Heisen 
building, when Ramler was shot, or at the 
plant of the Hygienic Ice company. 

Mrs. William Gentleman, widow of En- 
right’s victim, also was a witness before the 
jury. It is said that she identified the over- 
coat found on the fourth floor of the Briggs 
house as being the property of Enright. She 
testified, it is said, that she saw Enright 
wearing the coat a few days before Altman 
was killed. It was stated also that she gave 
testimony to the effect that her husband had 
told her before he was killed that Enright 
threatened to get him and that it was 
only a question of “ who could pull first.” 


Detectives Not Called. 
es. Detectives William Shubert and Thomas 
Eheehan, who were in O Malley's saloon at 
the time Gentleman was shot, were among 
the witnesses waiting in the grand jury ante- 
room, but they were not called. The detect- 
ives probably will testify this morning. 

Mrs. Lynch, Mrs. Gentleman’s sister, was 
another witness who was not called. It is 
gaid she also will identify the overcoat held 
in connection with the Altman murder as be- 
longing to Enright. 

States Attorney Wayman declared that the 
grand jury will make a thorough investiga- 
tion. of the entire labor slugging situation, 
plenty of evidence and witnesses being ready 
to be brought before the body today. The 
investigation, the prosecutor said, will in- 
clude the murder of Bernard J-»Malloy, a 
union steamfitter, who was lured to Moody’s 
saloon at Fifty-ninth and State streete, and 
murdered much in the same manner that 
Gentleman was killed. Imdictments, it is 
id, also will be returned in the Malloy 
murder. 


“Men Higher Up” Wanted. 

That the men higher up in. the labor 
slugging war would come under the scope of 
the investigation and that additional indict- 
ments ‘probably would be returned was as- 
serted by attachés of the state’s attorney's 
office. Mr. Wayman declared that all the 
men connected with the slugging would he 

Mndicted no matter whom the indictments 
might hit. 

Fred Irish, a cripple, who positively identi- 
fied Enright as being the murderer of Alt- 
man, was unable to appear before the grand 
jury to give his testimony anda sworn state- 
ment, in which Enright was accused, was 
read to the jurors. The statement practi- 

oll contained verbatim the allegations that 
„ Irish some time ago made to the police, 
‘- charging the Alk man murder to Enright. He 
Sata he saw Dnright shoot Altman. 

“This is going to be one of the biggest i- 
vestigations that was ever handled by this 
Office,” said the prosecutor. “Every one 

um be hit, no matter how small! or how big 
he may be in the labor circles. I cannot dis- 

cus the testimony thet was given before 

the grand jury, neither can I disclose the 
identity of the witnesses. All I cap say is 
that the trouble is being thrashed out.” 


Mrs. Altman Disappears. 

A sensation was caused in the jury room 

when it became known that Mrs. Vincent 
(Atman. widow of the slugger, said to 
have been slain by Enright, had disappeared. 
Mrs Altman was to have been a witness 
before the jury during the afternoon ses- 
ion. Her name was called just before that 
of Mrs. William Gentleman. 

Capt. Halpin told the state's attorney that 
his men had made every effort to locate 

(Ire Altman but had been unsuccessful. He 
said the missing witnese was supposed to 
have left town and that even her furniture 
had been taken out of the house where she 
had been living. 

The police have taken every e to 
prevent the flxing of witnesses in the slug- 
ging war, ever since they learned that Mrs. 

Gentieman received an offer of $1,000 if 

she would keep her mouth shut. 


Erbstein Sues Hunt,

CHARGES POLITICAL PLOT 


Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Replies to Letter; Subject 
to Be Reopened. 


Charges that the presert complicated situ- 
ation in the gas rate investigation is due to 
politics were made and answered yesterday. 

These charges were jmade one of the rea- 
sons for the forma! refusal of the People's 
Gaslight and Coke company to turn its books 
over to E. W. Bemis, who has been named to 
review the report of W. J. Hagenah, recom- 
mending a gas rate of 77 cents. % com- 
munication asserted that the council cem- 
mittee on gas, oil, and electric light has in- 
dicated a belief that it can order as many 
investigations as are necessary to produce 
“a report that political exigencies may re- 
quire, a report for the benefit of the signers 
of pledges for 70 cent gas It also hinted 
at a bias against it on the part of Expert 
Bemis. 

The reply of the committee, prepared by 
its counsel, Assistant Corporation Counse! 
Hoyne. declared the charges were unfound- 
ed, that a ma jorRy of the council did not 
sign such pledges, and that Mayor Harrison 
had taken no personal part in the rate in- 
quiry. 


Replies to City’s Request. 

The communication of the gas company 
was in reply to a request from the commit 
tee that Mr. Bemis be given access to the 
plants and property of the company and 
to its books, records, documents, data, and 
information of every kind and character 
that will throw light upon the company’s 
affairs.’’ 

This request also was prepared by Mr. 
Hoyne, but in his reply to the company he 
narrowed its terms considerably, requesting 
only authority for Mr. Bemis to investigate 
the questions of going value,“ rate of 
return, the allowance for operating expenses, 
and the company’s income, and asking for 
the use of the working sheets and data pre- 
pared under Mr. Hagenah's direction by his 
assistants. 

The gas company’s letter was the result 
of a conference between the officers of the 
company on Thursday. C. K. G. Billings, 
chairman of the board, George O. Knapp, 
president of the corporation, and other di- 
rectors came from New York to confer with 
Vice President E. G. Cowdery, local di- 
rector of its affairs, and Vice Phesident 
James F. Meagher, its general counsel, for 
that purpose. Mr. Hoyne’s letter was 
mailed in the evening, but it is believed that 
no reply will be made to it for at least ten 
days, as another, conference probably will 
be required. Mr. Meagher went east with 
Mr. Billings, and will not return until June 
19, and the letter probably will await his 
attention. 


Secretary Signs Letter. 

Yesterday's letter was signed by L. A. 
Wiley, secretary of the company, but it was 
said that he would not reply to Mr. Hoyne’s 
second request without special authority to 
do so. 

In reply to your communication,” read 
Mr. Wiley’s letter, “it may not de improper 
to call attention to the following: 

In October, 1910, and thereafter until 
completed, is company furnished to the 
experts employed by the city, aggregating a 
considerabie number, full and complete ac- 
cess not only to all of its physical property, 
but to all of its books, records, accounts, 
contracts, vouchers, and all other docu- 
ments, as called for, to enable the city’s ex- 
perts. to make a report to the city council 
as the basis of an ordinance fixing the es 
to be charged for gas on the expiration of 
the five year period, which commenced in 
February, 1006. 

While this wo: was in progress a mu- 
nicipal campaign for the election of a mayor, 
aldermen, and other city officers ensued, and 
the price to be charged for gas was, by some 
of the candidates, made one of the chief 
issues of the campaign. One of the candi- 
dates for mayor promised the voters, with- 
out qualification of any sort, 70 cent gas if 
he were elected. An organization known 
as the Seventy Cent Gas league was incor- 
porated, the president of which was subse- 
quently elected an alderman and is now the 
chairman of the subcommittee of the gas, 
oil, and electric light committee. 

“The Seventy Cent Gas league pledged in 
advance of election a large majority of the 
candidates for aldermen not to support an 
ordinance fixing the price of gas at more 
than 70 cents per thousand cubic feet. 


Calls 70 Cents Arbitrary Rate. 

“This rate of 70 cents per thousand cubic 
feet was arbitrarily fixed upon by candidates, 
since elected, as the maximum price to be 
charged for gas in this city, without know!l- 
edge on the part of the persons thus making 
this promise and executing these pledges as 
to whether the rate thus fixed by them was 
fair or was confiscatory. 

“The investigation by the city’s experts 
commenced in October, 1910, was completed 
in April, 1911, and the report was then de- 
livered to the gas, oil, and electric light com- 
mittee. That report covers in great detail, 
among other things, the very questions that 
you say the committee destres investigated. 
Nothing has been done with that report thus 
far by the gas, oll, and electric light com- 
mittee, and we are forced to the conclusion 
that the position taken means that you have 
the right to call for succbssive investigations 
until a report is made that is satisfactory or 
that political exigencies may require. 

Under the circumetances it does not seem 
to the board of directors that we should be 
asked again to bear the expense and inter- 
ruption to business and to devote the time 
necessary to enable another corps of city em- 
ployés to make another investigation of this 
company. Furthermore, this method of pro- 
cedure seems unfair to us, which unfairness 
is accentuated by the selection of Mr. Bemis, 
whose bias in 1906, at which time he was 
galled as a witness by the city in the inves- 


tigation then made by the city council as to 


the rates to be charged for gas, would seem 
to indicate the doubtful propriety of vesting 
him now with the power and authority dis- 
closed in your communication.” 


Hoyne Alleges Misapprehension. 

Mr. Hoyne’s reply opened with a declara- 
tion that ak judgment most of the com- 
pany’s ca of complamt were without 
foundation and seem to be based upon a 
misapprehension of the facts and lack of 
knowledge of the city, its city council, and 
committee.” 

He then proceeded: 

“In the first place, you are equally inter- 
ested with the city of Chicago and its in- 
habitants who are consumers of gas tn fixing 
charges for that commodity, and the prepa- 
ration of data and ingormation by you as 
to what charges would be adequate and rea- 
sonable rates for gas, necessarily require the 
time of your employés and some interrup- 
tion of your business, involving expense, 
just as the city of Chicago was put to ex- 
pense and the interruptia: t tg business 
for the same purpose.

light. was not committed to a 70 cent gas rate. 
I will suggest that you examine the roster 
of this committee. Such an examination 
will disclose, I believe, that few, if any, 
of its members signed a so-called pledge 
requested by the Seventy Cent Gas league. 
Certainly more than a majority and I think 
more than two-thirds of the committee are 
free from any such pledge. A majortiy of 
the city council are also free from any such 
pledge. 


Will Not Speak for Mayor. 

„Mayor Harrison is at present out of the 
city, and I do not assume to speak for 
him on the question of 70 cent gas, but I 
would call your attention to th® fact that 
Mayor Harrison, up to the present time, hes 
taken no personal part in the gas investiga- 
tion, the preparation of any report, nor 
volunteered any information or opinions to 
the committee on the question as to what 
rates would be reasonable charges for gas. 

It is true, as stated in your letter, that 
Ald. Herman J. Bauler, who is president of 
the Seventy Cent Gas league, is a member of 
the committee on gas, oll, and electric light, 
and was chairman of the subcommittee. The 
gas investigation at the present time is not be- 
ing done by a subcommittee, but by ‘he 
full committee on gas, oil, and electric light. 
The ony report thus far made to the com- 
mittee is a report of W. J. Hagenah, in which 
he concludes that 77 cents, and not 70 cents, 
is a fair charge per thousand cubic feet for 
gas. 

These facts I think negative your com- 
plaints against the committee or its sub- 
committee that it was or is biased, or is or 
will be affected by political exigencies or 
past political campaigns."’ 

Mr. Hoyne also explained that the oom- 
mittee would be glad to receive from any 
source—the Seventy Cent Gas league, or any 
other—information that will aid it in estab- 
lishing the correct price for gas. In this 
way he approached the subject of Mr. Bemis’ 
retention. 

I personally have no knowledge, he said, 
“as to the reasons for your charge that 
Prof. Bemis was biased against you in 1900, 
but 1 must deny that Prof. Bemis at the 
present time entertains any bias against you 
that the committee knows of, or if he does, 
that the committee will be affected by it. 
You will recognize that nefther the city nor 
its council committee can permit you to dic- 
tate what persons the city shall select as 
its officers or employés in this or any other 
investigation.”

Mrs. Anna Bartis, 4730 West 
Polk street, whose brother is a policeman, 
appeared at the office of Inspector Dorman in 
the morning and told how she had been 
walking to a West Madison street depart- 
ment store when she was taken in. custody by 
the policeman and her arms pinched by him 
until they were black and blue. He attempted 
to strike her several times, she declared. 

Patrolman Carey, who was under the fn- 
fluence of liquor when he attacked Mrs. 
Bartis, was saved from a drubbing by a 
crowd that watched the attack by the ar- 

rival of a patrol wagon. Carey had sum- 
moned the wagon by sending in a riot call 
after his dazed senses were penetrated by 
the threats of the crowd. 


Intends to Prosecute. 

“I intend to prosecute Policeman Carey on 
a charge of assault, said Mrs.Bartis yes- 
terday. “If I drop the case there is no tell- 
ing what might happen to some other woman 
at the hands of such policemem He was 
actually foaming at the mouth when he ar- 
rested me.”

Will Seek Juvenile Court Aid. 

Probation Officer Marr learned of the girl's 
marriage and reported it to Supt. Bodine yes- 
terday. This case will be taken into the 
Juvenile court. 

While Mr. Bodine was preparing to take 
this case to the Juvenile court, Judge Pinck- 
ney of that tribunal was refusing to censure 
Justice Stacey for marrying Mary Grace Or- 
lando, 13 years old, and a pupil at the Cornell 
public school, to Dominic Lacivito, 21 years 
old. 

The girl wae returned to the custody of her 
mother, under the guardianship of a proba- 
tionary officer, pending the outcome of pro- 
ceedings to annul the marriage, but Judge 
Pinckney refused to censure Justice Stacey 
for performing the ceremony when it wae 
shown that the girl’s mother had assured the 
justice that her daughter was 18 years old.

The Moating Palace“ a cocaine den at 
1147 South State street, was raided last night 
by Detectives Norton, Ryan, and Howe of 
the Harrison street station.

George Waterman, a negro, and George 
Sherman, white, were charged with being 
keepers of the place. Sherman is & years 
old and Waterman 88. 

Eight of the inmates were “floating” when 
the police burst in upon them. “Floating” 
is the term used by coke' fiends when they 
are under the influence of the drug. 


Seize Large Quantities of Drug. 

About twenty hypodermic needles for in- 
jecting the cocaine into the arms or body of 
the victim were found on all of the inmates 
Search of the place disclosed four cans and 
three bottles of the drug hidden under win- 
dow sills and in chimney holes, where it was 
thought the police would not look.

The detectives sent a negro 
to purchase the drug for evidence, and when 
he reported back that there were twelve 
leapers in the palace it was decided 
to make the raid.

Washington, D. C., June 9.—The first clash 
between the Stanley house committee of 
inquiry into the United States Steel cor- 
poration affairs and counsel for the trust, 
R. V. Lindabury, came today, when Perciva! 
Roberts Jr., a director, was under examina- 
tion. 

Mr. Roberts and former Vice President 
James Gayley of the corporation were to- 
days witnesses, both testifying agreements 
as to parceling of oftput were made de- 
tween steel manufacturers before the steel 
corporation was formed. 

The committee was seeking to show that 
through the Gary dinners” the prices of 
steel products were maintained and com- 
petition curtailed as effectively as they were 
before the steel corporation was formed, by 
“gentliemen’s agreements,’ made despite 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Was it the same spirit of philanthropy 
that guided independent steel manufactur- 
ers to make agreements before the organiza- 
tion of the United States Steel corporation,” 
Representative Beall asked Mr. Roberts, as 
prompted the steel corporation to save the 
nation in 1907 by taking over the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company!“ 

Mr. Roberts was replying he did not be- 
lieve philanthropy entered into business, 
when Attorney Lindabury protested against 
the question. 

Steel Lawyer Enters Protest. 

“TI submit, said Mr. Lindabury, that 
arguments between the questioner and the 
witness are unseemly.”’ 

The form of the question was changed, 
and Mr. Roberts said that since the forma- 
tion of the steel corporation business men 
had new ideals which governed them to 
avert destructive competition. 

“T believe,” he said, that through the 
‘Gary dinners’ men in the steel business have 
accomplished great results for the benefit of 
all by the application of good common Amer- 
ican sense. Example has a great deg! to do 
with the affairs of this world.” 

With J. Pierpont Morgan in mind, al- 
though not mentioning him oy name, Chair- 
man Stanley asked: 

„Is there in the financial world today a 
man of infinite power and vast interests 
whose example is regarded in a way as the 
law by big business men?” , 

“No,” replied Mr. Roberts. 1 think 
there are certain new ideals of codperation 
which govern us all—ideals that may be per- 
sonitlied in certain individuals.“ 

Roberts for Individualism. 

“Is there such an individual in America?’ 
asked Mr. Stanley. 

„1 think his name is legion,” replied the 
witness. At least that is the hope for th 
future of this country.” . 

“Is there not one man, Mr. Stanley per- 
sisted, ‘“‘ whose example business men of the 
nation follow, on account of his immense 
grasp of modern conditions, his touch which 
controls the railroads, the steel manufac- 
turing business, the establishment of the

CHEWING GUM FOUND SAFE. 


Health Department Laboratories Ana- 
lyze Chicle Products for Sacchar- 
in—Condemn “Pop.” 


If, since the ruling of the secretary of agrt- 
culture that saccharin is harmful, you have 
been fearing that chewing gum might derive 
its lasting sweetness from the presence of 
that ingredient, you now may go ahead and 
chew and be unafraid. 

The analysis of five of the most popular 
brands of chewing gum on the market in la 
oratories of the city health department yes 
terday failed to reveal the presence of sac 
charin. It was found in pop.“ which there- 
upon was condemned, since “ three-tenths 
of a gram of saccharin Within twenty-four 
hours impairs digestion and foods sweetened 
with it lack the food value they would have 
if sweetened with sugar.“ 

Pop manufacturers reported that thev 
found that one pound of saccharin, costing 
$150 in large amounts, would do the work 
of 500 pounds of sugar, costing between ¢ 
and 5 cents a pound, but this sort of economy 
was forbidden them by the health depart- 
ment.

ON WATERWAYS 


Plan May End Extra Session 
of the Illinois Legislature 
Within Coming Week. 


TAKE OVER POWER SITES 


Authority to Be Granted for 
State Commission to Nego- 
tiate with Federal. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., June 9 —[{Special.]—A com- 
promise on waterway~water power legisia- 
tion, which may end the extra session of the 
general assembly within the coming week, 
when it is called to convene, is probable. 

The basic point of the agreement in sight 
hinges upon the immediate authority to be 
granted by act of the legislature to a state 
commission named by’Gov. Deneen to take 
over the four water power sites now known 
to be the strategic points along the Lock- 
port-Utica stretch of deep waterway. Coin- 
cidentig? authority is to be granted to this 
commission to open negotiations at once with 
a federal commission to be appointed by 
President Taft. 


Points in Proposed Compromise. 
The points in the proposed compromise now 

under discussion are these; 

Legislative authority to be granted to 
Gov. Deneen to name a commiss.cn of 
three Republicans and two Democrats 
to proceed without delay to secure pos- 


session in the name of the state of the four 


power sites in the vicinity of and below 
Joliet, along the route of the lakes-(e-the- 
gult deep waterway. 

An appropriation of a»proxinately 
$400,000 to be made from the s'‘ste 
treasury for the purchase of necessary 
lands, and the conferring of the right upon 
the commission to condemn necessary 
lands. * 

‘Provision that the IIIIinois comm:ssi)n 
Shall be authorized to proceed with nego- 
tHations between the nation and the state 
as representing Illinois, looking toward 
the ultimate construction of a deep 
waterway, to which, however, by the 
terms of the compromise bill, Iilincis 
would not necessarily be committed at 
this juncture. 

No move to be made at any point to- 
ward the actual issue of the 520.000.000 
bonds which have been authorized by vote 
of the people, pending a rcport to elther 
a specials, ssion of this general 9<aemobly 
or to the next general assembly. 

All ot the expense of the purchase ot 
the sites in question, and the devewp- 
merit of one or more of the power *it 4s ob- 
tained by the commission to be paid by dl- 
rect appropriation from the state treasury, 
not exceeding a maximum of .o 

or by a bond issue based upon the power 
sites obtained from the first $490,000 
appropriation. 


Knocked in Head by Adkins. 

This in substance is the framework of the 
agreement which could have been effected 
in the speaker’s room behind the house of 
representatives on the night of May 19, but 
which was knocked in the head by Speaker 
Adkins. It is an arrangement not entirely 
satisfactory to Gov. Deneen as far as can 
be learned, but which appears at this junc- 
ture to be the only proposition which can 
come out of the extra session next week. 

The understanding in Springfield is that 
neither Gov. Deneen nor Senator Lorimer 
were consulted in advance of the earlier 
approaches made toward a compromise be- 
tween the two factions in the house. 

The talk of an agreement was backed up 
today by the arrival at the capital of Sen- 
ator Hurburgh, and of a group of house 
members including Representatives ApMa- 
doc of Chicago and Wilson of Quincy, who 
were strong factors in the administration ele- 
ment of the house during the regular ses- 
sion. In addition the telephone and tele- 
graph wires have been working overtime. 

It is believed the agreement can be put 
through the extra session. 


Adkins Would Have-to Back Water. 

Speaker Adkins is the one person of all 
concerned who would have to back water, 
as the situation is viewed here. . It will 
be argued next week, in behalf of the com- 
promise, that such a policy would be based 
upon the emergency Gov. Deneen holdg to 
be existing as regards the water power 
sites and the conservation of thegstate’s 
natural resources. 

The estimated cost of the development by 
the state of the Joliet site is around $4,000,000, 
The proposition will be, in case 1 compromise 
is effected, to bond the site for the produc- 
tion and development of power, and that 
the $20,000,000 bond issue for waterway 
purposes be left untouched until there is. 
some agreement reached between nation and 
state.

OTHERS HAVE DEFECTS. 


Some So Loosely Drawn as to Be Non- 
Enforceable. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., June 9.—[Special. |—Gov. 
Deneen today vetoed ten bills which are be- 
fore him for signature. The most interesting 
from a Ohicago standpoint was the Strauss 
measure, which would have permitted ihe 
extension of Division street through Hum- 
boldt park. 

The bunch of bills the executive returned to 
Secretary of State Rose was accompanied 
by messages giving the gubernatorial reasons 
why he refused his signature. 

In some instances the governor stated the 
bills have been so loosely drawn they re- 
ferrea to nothing and were unconstitutional! 
and nonenforceable by their language. 


Why Park Bill Was Vetoed. 

The executive reasons for vetoing the Hum- 
boldt park bill are summarized as follows: 

It is easy to see that through indiscreet 
or improper exercise of the powers conferred 
by this bill the unity of a public park could 
be so destroyed as greatly to impair its ca- 
pacity to serve the purposes for which it 
was created. The law with respect to the 
use of public parks is well settled in this 
state. 2 

Park authorities, whether they be the city 
council, village board, or park commizaton, 
have no right to divert to other purposes 
any public parke under their control. Every 
citizen, not only of the city or village, but of 
the state, has the right to the free use and 
enjoyment of public parks and any use which 
shall deprive the citizen of that right is con- 
trary to the intent and purpose of the crea- 
tion ot the public parks. 

“I think it unnecessary as well as inimical 
to the interests of our public park system to 
grant them [the park commissioners] ‘he 
power to extend through.the parks under thelr 
contro! streets for ordinary traffic purposes.” 


Deneen Signs Armory Bills. 

The governor approved the bill which pro- 
vides for a new armory for the Second in- 
fantry, I. N G. He also signed the meas- 
ure authorizing the sale of the site of 
the present Second regiment armory at Curtis 
street and Washington boulevard. 

The naht for the passage of the armorits 
bill was a bristling battle all through the 
session. Col. John J. Garrity, Lieut. Vol. 
August W. Miller, and the officers of the 
Second regiment, pulled every wire to land 
the bill, backed up by the united influence 
of the officers of the national guard, led 
by Maj. Gen. E. C. Young and Brig. Gen. 
D. Jack Foster. 


Establishes New Policy. 

The signature of the governor to the 
armories bill, which.also provides for arm- 
ories for the Third infantry at Aurora and 
for the Fifth at Quincy, establishes a new 
state policy of armory construction, which 
was an essential sought by the officers of the 
National guard. 

The new Second Regiment armory is to be 
located, it is said, in the vicinity of West 
Madison street and California avenue. Its 
aproximate cost is to be $250,

BIG RAILWAY BILL 


Governor Vetoes the English 
Measure, but Indicates He 
Will Indorse Other. 


ENLARGES STATE POWERS 


Favored Instrument Grants Au- 
thority Similar to That of 
Commerce Board.

Springfield, HL, June 9.—[(Special. Gov. 
Deneen today/ vetoed the English elective 
railroad and warehouse commission bill, and 
in the same stroke of the pen gave notice that 
he intended to sign the big rallroad and ware- 
houge bill. The latter measure confers upon 
the state commission the same powers with- 
in the state granted to the interstate com- 
merce commission by congress. 

The views of the governor are expressed 
in the portion of the veto message which 
follows: 

„ Mouse bill 297 provides for the election 
at the general election in 1912 of three 
persons as state railroad and warehouse 
commissioner, one of whom shall be elected 
for two years, another for four years, and 
another for six years. Thereafter one com- 
missioner is to be elected every two years 
for a period of six years, and vacancies in 
the offices of commissioners are to be filled 
by appointment by the governor, such ap- 


polntees to hold office until the next general | 


electin. 


Other Provisions of Bill. 

“The bill also proviaes that no person 
shall be eligible to serve as commissioner 
who is at the time of his election or ap- 
pointment In any way connected with any 
railroad company or warehouse, or who is 
directiy or indirectly interested in any siock, 
bonds, or other property of, or is in the em 
ployment of any railroad company or ware- 
house, and that no person who is elected or 
appointed commissioner shall during the 
term of his office become interested in or em- 
ployea by any railroad company or wei e- 
house. 

At the present sssion there was pas:ed 
by the general assembly house bill 616 amend- 
ing the present railroad and warehouse act 
and enlarging and extending the powers ot 
the railroad and warehouse commissior. 


Why He Vetoed the Measure. 

As the only effect which the enac:ment 
of house bill 297 would have upon the present 
railroad and warehouse commission act 
woula be to change the mode of choosing 
commissioners from appointment to elevtior, 
leaving the jurisdiction and authority of tre 
railroad and warehouse commission entirely 
unaffected; and as the enactment of aouse 
bill 616, on the other hand, would grea‘iy 
extend the jurisdiction and authority of the 
railroad and warehouse commission along 
lines in which experience has shown such 
extension to be necessary; and as, on a- 
count of their confilct in provisions both of 
these bills should not be permitted to be 
come law: 

“I nave determined in the interest t a 
desirabie enlargement of the powers of the 
railroad and warehouse commission over 
various torms of common carrtérs not now 
under the jurisdiction or supervision of any 
state authority, to veto house bil! 297.”

Mexico City, June 9.—An indemnity of 
$6,000,000 will be demanded of Mexico by 
the Chinese government for the slaughter 
of Chinese subjects in Torreon. The demand 
Win de backed up by a cruiser already on 
the way to Mexican west coast ports. 

Three investigators returned today from 
Torreon and placed in the hands of Shung 
Hal Sun, chargé de affaires of the Chinese 
legation, a detailed report of the carnage. 
This report shows 808 Chinese were killed 
and that, besides a bank and clubhouse, 
eighty-nine places of business were sacked. 


Victims Torn Limb from Limb. 

Im the detailed report the Torreon massacre 
~ laid at the door of both sides in the revolu- 

on. 

The report recites many tales of barbarous 
slaughter—stories of how victims’ arms and 
legs were tied to horses and their bodies torn 
asunder; heads cut off and savagely rolled 
about the streets as the Mexicans grinned in 
glee; bodies cut into bits and scattered about 
the streets and of dead and half dead Chi- 
nese dragged about the town at the ends of 
ropes attached to horses. 

Blood dripping through the floor in the Chi- 
nese bank was evidence of the murder of 
twenty-five men in the second story. 

An American woman saved the life of one 
Chinese boy by throwing her arms about his 
neck as the Mexicans were bout to stab 
him and a Mexican girl protected nine Chi- 
nese in her home after her father had been 
shot dead when he protested he was not har- 
boring any orientala 

The report saye this slaughter kept up 
until a party of business men, headed by the 
American consul, demanded that the rebel 
leader stop the massacre 


Apology and Aid Demanded. 

In addition to the indemnity am apology for 
insult to the Chinese flag will be demanded; 
also that aid be extended to destitute fami- 
lies of the victims, that the guilty be pun- 
ished, and that the constigutiona! guarantees 
of protection to Chinese lives and property be 
made effective. 

Of the $6,000,000 indemnity to be asked 
$1,000,000 is for property damage and the re- 
mainder for. the loss of lives. 

Commenting upon the matter, Mr. Shung 
declared that, owing to the savage manner 
in which the Chinese were killed, there has. 
been no attempt by his nation to fix the 
amount of the indemnity by prescribed meth- 
ode 


Will Present Matter Amicably. 

“I am’ friendly, as is my nation, to the 
Mexican ple and to the revolutionary 
cause, he said. “I will first present my 
case to the Mexican government for its con- 
sideration, which, if it is favorable, will 
settle the matter amicably. If it is not ac- 
cepted, the detailed report of the crimes will 
be given to the world. A cruiser has been 
sent by the Chinese government to Mexican 
ports carrying persons who will continue the 
investigation of the treatment of Chinese 
throughout the republic and who will also 
assist in pacifying the Chinese residents in 
the country.”

BID FOR DOMINION’S NAVY. 


Fast Line of Steamers to England 
Among Plans. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, June 9.—Grant Hugh Brown of 
New York, and Toronto has organized the 
British- Canadian Shipbuilding and Dock 
company, with a capital of $10,000,000, all 
of which has been subscribed. 

Sir Henry Pellat of Toronto is chairman. 
The board of directors includes Lieut. Gov. 
Gibson of Ontario and Sir Charles lis. 
chairman of the John Brown company of 
Clydebank, builders of the Lusitania. The 
site of the new shipbuilding yards, docks, and 
shops is to be at Sidney, Nova Scotia, where 
over 800 acres of land have been bought. 

“The site is ideal.“ Mr. Brown said today. 
The harbor is excellent and near the center 
of cheap steel and coal. We bid for the 
construction of Canada’s four armored 
cruisers and six destroyers... The weather 
will not interfere with our work. Even in 
England big ships are built in winter under 
cover, and we will do the same, 


Can Build Even Dreadnoughts. 

We shall be able to build the biggest class 
of dreadnoughts should Canada ever decide 
to constructthem. We will have also armor, 
electric light, and refrigerating plants. We 
Plan to have a fast line of ships between 
Canada and England, as Sidney and Fish- 
guard are only 2,000 miles apart.” 

Sir Henry Pellat's great desire is to see the 
fastest mail line between Canada and Great 
Britain get the contract for carrying the 
mail, and hopes to construct three vessels of 
the improved Mauretania-Lusitania type, 
able to go twenty-six knots. 

“ We have articles of association with the 
Fairfield and John Brown companies for de- 
signing and constructing, and can guaran- 
tee speed and stability,”’ he said. Brown 
& Co. will send to Canada technical experts, 
and we will have the advantage of all the ex- 
perience and knowledge of both firms. 


Telegram Will Start Operations. 

“Ir we are successful in obtaining the 
Canadian government’s contract, which will 
de for more than $15,000,000, the mere sending 
of a cablegram to Sidmey wil) start opera- 
tions at once.” 

Under agreements between Canada and 
Nova Scotia the Sidney company will receive 
an annual subsidy of $170,000 for thirty- 
five years. The ship yards will have elevea 
building slips, eight of which will be ab‘e 
to take the biggest dreadnought. The dry 
dock will be 1,040 feet long by 110 wide The 
plant as planned will be one of the largest 
in the world. It is estimated the plant will 
cost $6,000,000.

NOW Pudding with Custard Sauce.—Add 
to two tablespoons of cornstarch two 
tablespoons of sugar, the juice and rind 
of a lemon, and two cups of boiling 
water. Boil until thick, stirring all the 

time, in a double boiler, then add the whites 
of two well beaten eggs. Chill four shorbet 
glasses with cold water, fill with the pudding, 
and set aside to cool. Sauce: Add a little 
sugar to one cup of milk and when the milk 
has boiled add the beaten yolks of the two 
eggs. Boil one minute in double boiler. Turn 
the pudding on sauce dishes, pour custard over 
it, and serve ice cold.—Contributed.

Snow Pudding L—Dissolve two tablespoon- 
fuls of granulated gelatin inacup of hot water. 
When dissolved add the juice of two lemons, 
one cup of sugar, and the beaten whites of two 
eggs. Beat one-half hour and turn into molds. 
Make a custard of the yolks of two eggs and 
one and a half cups of milk. Heat the milk in 
a double boiler with one-fourth cup of sugar. 
Beat eggs slightly and stir them constantly 
while adding to them gradually the hot milk. 
Cook in double boiler, stirring constantly, until 
mixture thickens and a coating is formed on 
the spoon. Serve by pouring over pudding.—

WINBURND has said that the profession 

‘ef the critic ig attractive only by reason 

of the many opportunities it affords for 

experiencing “the noble pleasure of 

praising.” Judging the brotherhood by 

this not generally accepted standard one may 

add that Miss Lois Ewell in interpreting the 

title role of Puccini’s “Madame Butterfly” has 

made many a critic love his work, a significant 
achievement at this time of the year. 

It is always a pleasure to record the suc- 
cesses of a young artist. When success proves 
a spur to further effort the task becomes doub- 
ly grateful. Last year Miss Ewell was intro- 
duced to Chicago music lovers by the Aborn 
English Opera company in this same role and 
her gifts and attainments earned her gener- 
ous recognition. This season she returns to us 
with her interpretation of the part refined and 
enriched by many added vocal and musical 
graces, as was demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of a large audience last night in McVYicker’s 
theater. ) 

The natural beauty and sympathy of the 
voice is now enhanced by the splendid control 
‘displayed in its use. An exquisite mezzo voce 
proves that this control is based upon a method 
correct in every detail of tone placing and 
production. The certainty. with which the 
volume of tone is developed without sacrificing 
the native quality of the voice gives further 
evidence of vocal mastery, and the constant 
emphasis of melodic values through fine and 
sensitive shading ‘and phrasing proves that her 
study has not been limited to vocal problems 
alone, but has attained a commendable degree 
of absolute musicianship. 

The dramatic aspect of her interpretation, 
even last season, was satisfying and attract- 
ive. It, too, has gained by careful attention to 
detail, so that her presentation of the part as 
a whole is now deserving of the heartiest com- 
mendation. Her presence in the cast is in itself 
sufficient to explain the popularity of the Aborn 
production, which in the midst of the dullest 
| theatrical season on record ie able to boast 
the encouragement of a large patronage.

However, there is reason to believe that the 
audiences at McVicker’s are attracted not by 
the participation of any one singer but by the 
public’s fondness for opera in English.

The orchestra played 
more smoothly than on the first night, but-it is 
still lamentably weak in the inner voices. The 
single cello maintains its unequal struggle with 
the other twenty-nine instruments and the 
strings are continually submerged in the blaring 
masses of brass and percussion instruments. 

In view of the generous patronage it would 
seem not unreasonable to demand of the man- 
agement a chorus that has some idea of rhyth- 
mical and intervalic unanimity of intention and 
instrumental forees that at least approach the 
demands of the score.

THE “RIGHTS” OF A DIVE. 

Saloon keepers operating under a city 
license and conducting their places within 
the law have rights which are recognized, 
but what sort of policy has led men engaged 
in an infamous business to talk of their 
“ rights "9 : 

Even the nose revolts at the quarrel be- 
tween levee resort keepers out of which 
charges against Harrison st’ station po- 
lice officials have grown, but that quarrel is 
instructive, 

Filthy rogues on one side abuse filthy 
rogues on the other. They want their 
“rights” and a “square deal.” They pro- 
test against discrimination. They even go 
to the police station to complain that the 
inmates of some dives are allowed the lib- 
erty of the streets and the inmates of others 
are not, : 

What sort of “rights” have the excited 
imaginations of these insults to manhood led 
them. to think they have? One was thrown 
„out of a police station. That was the only 
refreshing bit of information in the whole 
mess to date. ° 

If any policemen have taken the dirty 
money of these men, it is to be hoped that 
punishment will be sure and certain. The 
guilt or innocence of the officials will be de- 
termined properly, and there is no disposi- 


facts indicate that disreputable saloon re- 
sorts are acquiring a status in whien they 
assume to set up a “ right” to violate law. 

The big problems studied by the city vice 
commission are not involved here. This is 
merely a nest of dens conducted in or in 
connection with saloons licensed by the city.

. THE UNION LEAGUE. 

The action of the board of directors of 
the Union League club respecting the con- 
nection of one of its members with the scan- 
dalous Lorimer election is not a matter for 
comment at this time. 

\But the incident may be welcomed at 
least as calling attention to the exulted prin- 
ciples of patriotism and public service upon 
which the Union League was founded in the 
north in the days which tried men’s souls. 

It is to be feared that, save the members 
of Union League clubs and their connec- 
tions, few of the younger generation of 
Americans realize what the name “ Union 
league stands for. But when the nation 
was in the throes of civil war the Union 
league was a clarion call to patriotism, an 
inspiration to loyalty, a rebuke and defiance 
to the disloyal. 

The Union League club of Chicago hap 
never forgotten its first principles. As it 
helped to save the union, so, year by year, 
it has striven “ to inculcate higher apprecia- 
tion of the value of the sacred obligations 
‘of American eitisenship,“ as its articles 
set forth. For the founders of the Union 
league realized that patriotism is as necessa- 
ry in peace as in war, and that to save the 
union from the peril of dismemberment 
through secession would be futile unless 
patriotism remained in times of peace to 
save the republic from disintegration by 
political corruption. This is shown by the 
strong paragraphs which, among other ob- 
jects of the organization, declare the fol- 
lowing: 

To inculcate higher appreciation of the value of 
the sacred obligations of American citizenship; to 
maintain a civil and political’ equality of all citi- 
zens in every section of our common country, and to 
aid im the enforcement of all laws enacted to pre- 
serve the purity of the ballot box. 

To resist and oppose corruption and promote 
economy. in office, and to secure honesty and effi- 


ciency im the administration of national, state, and 
municipal affairs. 


The Union League has never consented 
to be merely a social club. It was conceived 
and it has been maintained honorably as an 
agency for the support of patriotism and 
higu standards of civic righteousness. 


GUN TOTING. 

Before Chicago gives up the war against 
gun toters as hopeless and appeals to the 
federal government for aid, it had better 
use to the fullest extent all the weapons it 
possesses. It has judges who could inflict 
severer sentences on criminals and roughs 
when caught armed. It has policemen to 
keep an eye on hard cases and search them 
when they suspect a violation of tne law. 
It has officials who could, if they chose, 
find the pawnbrokers who sell revolvers to 
minors and revoke their licenses. 

Even if the national government could be 


small arms factories, regulate their output, 
and keep track of all pistols which went into 
interstate commerce, criminals who wanted 
them would continue to get and carry them 
so long as the Chicago courts and police did 
not make carrying them extremely haz- 
ardous.

In short, the community should make a 
serious, determined, persistent effort to pro- 
tect itself, instead of asking for federal 
legislation, which would be inexective even 
if valid.

MPEROR WILLIAM and his family 


have an ancient grudge against Mor- 

occo, which, when expfiined, will en- 

able my readers to understand why 

Germany takes so much more inter- 
est in the condition of affairs in the Moorish 
empire than is warranted by the extent of 
her trade in that. part of the world. 

It seems that a Mttle more than fifty 
years ago, that is to say, during the reign 
of old Emperor William, Prince Adalbert 
of Prussia, cousin of the latter, and pioneer 
of the German navy, sailed into Mogador, 
severely wounded, with the Prussian cor- 
vette which he commanded badly damaged 
by the Moorish tribes of the coast. 

In spite of all his demands, and those of 
his governments no redress could be obtained 
from the Sultan of Morocco, owing to the 
fact that in those days Prussia had no fleet 
to back up her demands. She was com- 
pelled to swallow the ingult, and to submit 
to the indignity. 7 

It is difficult to Imagine what would hap- 
pen today if such a thing were to take place, 
and it is doubtful whether the meanest stoker 
of a German ship could be grazed by a 
Moorish bullet without a demonstration of 
the powerful German new off Tangier, and a 
clainf for heavy compensation, backed up 
by Potsdam. 

Prince Adalbert, who died as admiral of 
the Prussian navy in 1873, married in 1841, 
morganatically, Fanny Bissler, the famous 
ballerina. She was created by King Fred- 
erick William IV. Baroness von Barnim on 
the occasion of her marriage, and left a 


son by this union, who bore the name ot 


Baron Adalbert von Barnim. He died in 
1860 at the age of 19, thus predeceasing his 


father and mother.

If I mention this, it 
is in response to inquiries which reachme 
from readers in New York as to the identity 
of a certain A. K. Willoughby ot West 
Brighton, Staten island, the manager of the 
local theater at Port Richmond, who is al- 
leged to be a son of Lord Willoughby. 

Curiously enough, there was a Dr. G. Wil- 
lougtiby, who lost his life lat month in 
the destruction by fire of the great asylum 


Yor lunatics at Kanagawa in Japan, near 


Yokohama. The doctor, who went to Yoko- 
hama a year ago, in connection with the 
Salvation Army, and after he had set fire to 
the premises of that organization was com- 
pitted to the asylum as a dangerous lunatic, 
also was said to be a son of Lord Wil- 
loughby. ‘ 

Now, in the first place, there is only one 
Engliah peer named Lord Willoughby. He 
is Lord Willoughby de Broke, whose peerage, 
dating from 1491, originally was held by the 
Willoughby family. It passed through the 
female line at the end of the seventeenth 
century to the Verneys of Rutland, who have 
held it ever since. Lord Willoughby de 
Broke’s only son is the Hon. John Verney 
and his cousins in the line of succession also 
bear the name of Verney. 

The ¢-year-old son and heir of the Ear! 
of Ancaster and of his American wife, who 
was Miss Eloise Breese of New York, also 
bears the title of Lord Willoughby d’Eresby. 
But his patronymic is Heathcote-Drummond 
Willoughby, and Lord Ancaster has noether 
relative. bearing the name of Willoughby, 
of course, in conjunction with those of Heath- 
cote and Drummond, besides this little boy.

There is a baronet, Sir John Willoughby, 
who despite his exceedingly diminutive size, 
was a lieutenant colonel! of the Royal Morse 
guards, a regiment composed ot the most 
gigantic troopers of the British army, and 
who took part in the Transvaal raid, and 
was, closely associated with the late Cecil 
Rhodes in most of his African’ enterprises. 

But Sir John has no male relatives of his 
name. He is unmarried, and*on his death 
his baronetey, created in 1794, arid his fam- 
Under the cireum- 
etances, neither A. K. Willoughby, the the- 
atrical manager at Port Richmond, Staten 
island, nor yet the late Dr. G. Willoughby, 
who perished in the conflagration of the 
asylum at Kanagawa, are related in any de- 
gree to Lord Willoughby. de Broke, to the 
Earl of Ancaster, or to his small son, Lord 
Willouhby of Eresby, nor yet to that gallant 
littie soldier, Col. Sir John Willoughby.

In view of. the newspaper discussion in con- 
nection with the inauguration of the straw 
hat season in May, that is to say, four weeks 
earlier than has been usual in former years, 
it may be of interest to recall that these 
articles of headgear were first heard ot inthe 
reign of Queen Elizabeth.

In the reign of 
James I. we learn of Lord William Howard 
paying the then large sum of three pounds 
six shillings for two straw hats while good 
Queen Anne and her great ladies were ad- 
dicted to Leghorn chips, which were carried 
into overwhelming popularity on ‘the lovely 
heads of those famous beauties, the Misses 
Gunning. % 

Nowadays straw hats do not find much 
favor d@mong the masculine element of old 
world royalty. King George never has been 
seen in headgear of that character, nor yet 
his father, and the only anointed of the 
Lord whom I can recall having seen in 
a straw hat is the late King Leopold of Rel- 
gium, who. in hot weather used to affbct 
a remarkably fine Panama. 9 

any's crown prince has lik Wise had 
himself photographed in a Panama hat, which 
does not precisely add to his good looks; 
and President Fallieres of France, when 
tramping about his vineyards, also goes in 
for a large brimmed ‘straw hat, which gug- 
gests absence of affectation, simplicity of 
character, and good nature.

SUMMER IN THE SIERRA.“ by John Muir 
(Houghton, Mifflin Co.) This first summer 
was in the year 1869. A fine St. Bernard dog 
was one of his companions. The book is a 
record of animal and bird nature, of lizards, 
horned toads, of rattlesnakes, and bears, 
everything in other words to be found in the 
wild country. Mr. Muir was like a child in 
constant ecstasies over what he saw. Here 
is one entry in his journal: 


June 18.—Another inspiring morning, nothing 
better in any world can be conceived. No descrip- 
tion of Heaven that I have ever heard or read 
of seems half so fine. At noon the clouds occupleé 
about .05 of the sky, white, filmy touches drawn 
delicately on the azure. 

The high ridges and hilltops beyond the woolly 
locusts are now gay with monardelia, clarkia, 
cortopsis, and tall tufted grasses. some of them 
tall enough to wave like pines. The lupines, of 
which ther are many ill-defined species, are now 
mostly out of flower, and many of the composite 
are beginning to fade, their radiant corollas vanish- 
ing in fluffy pappus like stars in mist. 

‘We had another visitor from Brown's Fiat today, 
an old Indian woman with a basket on her back. 
Like our first caller from the village, she got 
fairly into camp and was standing in plain view 
when discovered. How long she had been quietly 
looking on I cannot say. Even the dogs failed 
to notice her stealthy approach. She was on her 
way, I suppose, to some wild garden, probably for 
lupine and starchy saxffrage leaves and root- 
stocks. Her dress was calico rags, far from clean. 
In every way she seemed sadly unlike nature's 
neat, well dressed animals, though living like them 
on the bounty of the wilderness. Strange that 
) mankind alone is dirty. Had si been clad in 
fur, or cloth woven of grass or shreddy bari, 
ike the juniper and libocedrus mats, she might 
then have seemed a rightful part of the wilder- 
ness, Iike a good wolf at least, or bear. But from 
no point of view that I have found are such debased 
fellow beings a whit more natura} than the glar- 
ing tallore@ tourists we saw that frightened the 
birds and squirrels. 


June 19.—Pure sunshine all day. How beautiful 
a rock is made by leaf shadows! Those of the 
live oak are particularly clear and distinct, and 
beyond all art in grace and delicacy, now still 
as if painted on stone, now gliding softly ae if 
afraid of noise, now dancing, waltzing in swéft, 
merry swirls, or jumping on and off sufiny rocks 
in quick dashes Mke wave embroidery on seashore 
cliffs. How true and substantial is this shadow 
beauty, and with what sublime extravagance is 
beauty thus multiplied! The big orange lilies are 
now arrayed in all their glory of leaf and flower. 
Noble plants, in perfect health, Nature's darlings. 

He is fascinated with the birds, of which 
he finds many new varieties One little 
creature, the size of a robin, particularly 
interested him. Its color waga plain bluish 
ash, with a tinge of brown, andit flew from 
fal to fall and from rapid to rapid, with 
a solid whir of wingbeats like those of a 
quali.’ “ What a romantic life this Httle 
bird leade on the most deautiſul portions 
of the stream, in a genial climate with shade 
and cool water and spray to temper the 
summer heat.“ he exciaims, then adds: No 
wonder it is a fine singer, considering the 
stream songs it hears day and night. Every 
breath the little poet draws is part of a song, 
for all the air about the rapids and falls 
is beaten into music, and its first lessons 
must pegin before it is born by the thrilling 
and quivering of the eggs in unison with 
the tones of the falls. I have not yet found 
ite nest, but it must be near the streams, 

for it never leaves them.” 

The squirrels also interest him. He can- 
not think of them as evar being weary or 
sick. Of the Caltforma gray and the Doug- 
las, he says: The latter Is the brightest 
of all the squirreis I have ever seen, a hot 
spark of life, making every tree tingle with 
his prickly toes, a condensed nugget of fresh 
mountain vigor and valor, as free from dis- 
ease as a sunbeam.’’ 

John Muir is a born poet He may not 
make rhymes, tut he certainly can write 
poetic prose. Mountains thrill him to his 
finger tips end he cannot understand the 
visitors to the Yosemite, who seem to be 
as little influenced by its novel grandeur 
“es if their eyes were bandaged and their 
ears stopped. Most of the visitors that he 
met one Sunday morning in particular were 
more interested in catching trout then in 
enjoying the scenery. This, while the 
sublime rocks were trembling with the tones 
of the mighty chanting congregation of 
waters gathered from al) the mounteing 
round about, making music that might draw 
angels out of heaven.” That people in the 
midst of such scenery should be blind to 
it, passes his comprehension: 

Yet réspectable looking, even wise looking peo- 
ple were fixing bits of worms on bent pieces of 
wire to catch trout. Sport they called it. Should 
churchgoers try to pass the time fishing in bap- 
tismal fonts while dull sermons were being 
preached, the so-called sport might not be so bad; 
but to play in the Yosemite temple, seeking plees- 
ure in the pain of fishés struggling for their lives 
while God himself is preaching his sublimest water 
and stone sermons! 

Mr. Muir’s book is filled with illustrations, 
some from photographs and some from pen- 
ol sketches made by him. The latter are 
more like notes than finished pictures, but 
they give an excellent idea of bits of scenery 
and strange formations. 
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Those who enjoyed Forbes-Robertson’s 
presentation of “ The Passing of the Third 
Floor Back will find pleasure of a similar 
favor in. Marr, by Winifred Graham. 
The same allegorical transfiguration of every- 
day life takes place in this tale with the en- 
tranceon the scene of the principal character, 
Mary. As Christ is symbolized in the ten-

BELIEVE that the most important 
factors in the state are the wives and 
mothers who make of men good citi- 
zens to govern and protect the state 
and I believe woman suffrage to be an 
unmixed evil,“ writes Molly Elliot Seawellin 
„THE LADIES’ BATTLE (The Macmillan 
company). Mrs. Seawell's arraignment of 
the suffragists is, at least, sincere. She 
hopes to speak her word of earnest warning, 
and she backs her arguments with all the 
time worn theories, presents them so bril- 
liantly, and in a literary style so excellent 
that they have all the effect of originality. 

The argument of physical inability is one 
of those which she offers. Since no woman 
would, in times of riot, be called upon to do 
police duty, and since no woman could de- 
fend her legislative enactments by force of 
arms, she is of the opinion that women hav> 
no right to vote. 

It might, however, be inquired if all men 
who could not do police or military duty 
should be deprived of their right to cast 
their ballot. Would not this deter some of 
the wisest, most cultivated, and far seeing 
from serving their country by the expression 
of their choice? The old, the ill, those of 
sedentary life, those averse to physical de- 
velopment—a vast army of useful and admie- 
able men—would be denied the privilege. 

~~ 


Mrs. Seawell feels deeply, too, the injustice 
of permitting a citizen to vote who claims 
her maintenance from another voter. Al) 
voters must stand on the same level, she 
says. Does she really suppose that this is 
now the case? Does ahb imagine that the 
.voters in the vast ore mills of Senator Clark 
of Montana stand on an equal with Senator 
Clark—to use this merely by way of exam- 
ple? Or is she of the opinion that the finan- 
cial basis of domestic life could not be rear- 
ranged to fit the growing demand for md 
pendence? Not only many women but many 
men are increapingly of the opinion that 
the wife should be given a share in the sur- 
plus earnings of the husband—that is to say, 
that there should be an equable division of 
such funds. Mrs. Seawell would not argue 
that the young man, 21 years of age, still in 
college and dependent upon his father, should 
be deprived of his vote until he was self- 
supporting, and she ought not, In consist- 
ency, to object to the casting of a yote by the 
wife who earns her living by her household 
service, but who does not receive a stated 
stipend. Moreover, an ever growing per- 
centage of wives do earn money enough to 
make them independent, and the opinion of 
certain sociologists is that this makes for 
the happiness and well being of the house- 
hold. 

Mrs. Seawell urges that if a wife fell 1 
her husband would have to support her, and 
that therefore she is dependent upon him 
in the last count, even should she enjoy a 
temporary independence. But it may be re- 
plied that many husbands fall fll and are de. 
pendent upon their wives. Yet no one ever 
objected to having these incapacitated men 
cast their votes. 

Mrs. Seawell thinks it absurd that a gut- 
fragist should have said at the National Suf- 
frage association in Washington, April, 1910: 
„We will make a noise until we get a vote.” 
“This singular sentiment.“ says Mrs. Sea- 
well, was applauded in apparent forgetful- 
ness that the only creature who gets what It 
wants by making a noise Is a baby.“ 
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This seems a peculiar statement for one 
who is so well read in history as Mrs. Sea- 
well. Have not the clamors of insurgents 
dieturbed the legislative hells in many & 
land? They heve done so in France, in Ger- 
many. and in England. our own 
time the Irish Netionalists so tored and 
worried their opponents in the house of com- 
mone as to secure at last a large part of the 
things for which they were contending. The 
German Socialists have been anything but 
quiet. And our own congress hae had ite 
disturbances. 

Mrs. Seawell consitiers the suffragtets shal- 
low and ignorant of the responsibilities be- 
cause one of them declared that “ woman 
suffragiste stand for sanitation, education, 
and the uplift of stx million working women 
in the United States. She says that these 
things are not of the first consideration in 
government. Good lawe well edminis- 
tered, a pure and competent judiciary, in- 
ternal order, a national! defense, and many 
other things must take precedence of sanita- 
tion and education.” 

Perhaps it is that natural deference of the 
feminine to the masculine mind which leads 
the suffragists to believe that we already 
enjoy the great blessings to which Mre. Sea- 
well refers, and that the women can therefore 
turn their attention to things of such m- 
considerable importance as sanitation, educa- 
tion, and the protection of six million work- 
ing women. They may even, in their incon- 
sequential way, be under the impression that 
good sanitation would furnish the republiio 
with more voters, and education prepare 
them for the making of good laws, the exer- 
cise of the responsibilities of the fudictary, 
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~The Milwaukee part of 
the story is alone worth 


more than twice the price 


of the book.

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and the establishment of diplometic bureaus 
of such strength and efficiency that the need 
for national defense would be lessened. 

Mrs. Seawell believes that sanitation and 
education are well attended to by men, and 
that as large a share of the public income is 
devoted to them as the people will bear. It 
may be replied that our cities have not been 
redeemed from filth, and that they ere an 
offense to the eyes of one who returns from 
the capitals of Europe; and also that our per- 
centage of ‘illiteracy continues to be great. 
Education grows by what is feede on, and 
the people will bear more taxation for 
educational purposes in proportion as they 
become educated. 

Much is made by Mre. Seawell of the fact 
that all Mormons are soffregisis; and also 
thet Socialists are suffragists. This may be 
true, but ft cannot affect the principles which 
underlie the privilege of suffrage. For suf- 
frage ia, ag Mrs. Seawell points out, not a 
right but a privilege. It ie at present s 
privilege extended to a “ class -und a privi- 
leged class is, as Mra. Seawell points out. an 
Offense in 4 republican government. That 
women suffrage tends to divorce is another 
contemtion. This may or may not be trues, 
Divoree iteelf may or may not be an evil. It 
is not impossible that equable financial agree- 
ments might have much to do with preventing 
divorcee. It invariably depends upon the case. 
) Mrs. Seawell contends that we, the women, 
are in the enjoyment of extraordinary prop- 
erty privileges as the result of their being 
Gependenta. This is true, but fair minded 
women do not wish to enjoy privilege which 
places men at a disadvantage. 

In brief, this brilliant reactionary docu- 
ment, written by a woman of sincerity, good 
intention, and singular ability, does not stand 
close scrutiny because it is in opposition to 
the spirit of the time. It is out of keeping 
with the tendencies of social evolution

Mary Austin’s play, “THE ARROW 
MAKER,” having been presented at the New 
theater in New York with Miss Matthison in 
the leading role, is now offered in book form 
from Duffield & Co. The story is that dt a 
tribe of desert Indians and of their struggle 
to preserve their tribal existence. They are 
but a smali group, but their traditions and 
their tribal life are rather more than lese 
dear on that account, and their last stand is 
heroic. They pin their faith to the Chisera, 
or medicine woman, and it is she who finally, 
after shameful capitulation, leads them to 
make a final stand againet their foes, 

Mrs. Austin has meant to present in the 
Chisera, or medicine woman, debarred by the 
fact ot her femininity from right channels 
for the exercise of her power, the prototype 
of the woman genius. Shefwishes thqreader 
to perceive the application of this character 
and her handicaps to the present social 
@wekentng to the waste, the enormous and 
stupid waste, of the gifts of women.” 
There is,” she writes, ‘‘ perhaps no social 
movement going on in this present so deep 
rooted and dramatic as this struggle ‘of fem - 
ininity to recapture its right to serve, and stin 
to serve with whatever powers and posses- 
sione it finds itself endowed.” 

The play is poetic in its intent, albeit Mra. 
Austin has made it realistic to the extent that 
it is faithful to the customs and instincts of 
the desert tribes. It is a sad story, but con- 
chides in spirituel victory. The Chisera, 
the intercessor between her tribe and the 
gods, has been betrayed by her lover and 
about to be cast out, possibly slain by her 
tribe because of her fruitless efforts to make 
the right medicine for the warriors, when the 
women come to her with one last appeal to 
try once more to win the favor ot the gods. 
But she cries out that her power has gone 
from der. By dancing you sbell bring it 
back,” one of the women criea For the 
sake of the women and children, dance, Chi- 
sera.” 

The Chisera responds: 
| O. I have danced until the earth under me is 

beaten to dust, and my heart is dry as dust, and all 
my song have fallen to the ground.

| NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. | 


Nebraska weather reports were the chief factor 
in advancing prices for all grains. There were 
numerous messages from the most reliable con- 
eerns in the state saying that there had already 
been great damage done and that every day 
of the intensely hot weather was reducing the 
crop. Nye-Jenks had a Fremont message saying 
it was the worst June day ever known and the 
wheat, which was in the dough or milk stage, was 
being shriveled. Oats were also said to be dam- 
aged. I. C. Gifford had a report from Hastings, 
Neb., saying the wheat would not make half a 
crop there, and that conditions were extremely 
bad in the western and southwestern part of 
the state 

One of the lading firms operating in Nebreska 
wired here saying that the worst damage had been 
Gone the last six or seven days, and in the Wood 
river valley the prospective yield was 8 to 10 
bu wheat, againet 20 bu last year. In the same 
section the oats will make practically no crop 
at all. Kansas City wired Lake that sensational 
reports were pouring in from Nebraska and north- 
ern Kansas and that temperatures averaged about 
2 pointe higher than the previous day. Hot weath- 
er reports were also received from southern Min- 
nesota and South Dakota, W. P. Anderson's cor- 
respondent at Pierre reporting conditions bad.
